


Doctor served with eviction notice 


DOCTOR Ian Conway, who runs the Medical 
Centre in Lyme Regis, with £1.6 million of NHS 
funding, has been served with an eviction notice 
to quit the building by November 4th. 

This is the latest twist in a long-running saga over the 
ownership of the Medical Centre in Uplyme Road. 

The eviction notice follows the decision of the High 
Court in Bristol last Ocotober when a judged ruled that 
the ownership of the medical centre, opened in 1993, 
after the closure of Lyme Regis Hospital, was vested in 
the names of former Lyme GPs, Dr Andrew Llewelyn 
and Dr Lindsay Slater who practised at the centre until 
1999.

Dr Llewelyn is still on the list of registered GPs with 
Dorset PCT, and in recent times has acted as a locum with 
former medical centre colleague Dr Forbes Watson at the 
Lyme Bay Medical Practice at Kent House. 

The High Court case was initiated by Dr Conway and 
practice manager Mrs Alison Robinson, wife of the late 
Dr Barry Robinson. Drs Llewelyn and Slater were 
awarded significant indemnity costs and consequential 
damages by the High Court, thought to run into excess of 
six figures. 

Complex legal issue 

A statement on the Lyme Regis Medical Centre website 
says that Dr Conway was “disappointed with the out¬ 
come of what turned out to be a complex legal issue”. 

The statement continued: “Dr Conway must accept the 
decision of the court and as a consequence finds himself 
‘an illegal tenant’. He has offered to pay Drs Llewelyn 
and Slater a rent equivalent to that assessed by the district 
valuer. They have not accepted his offer.

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Development Trust wins £100k The Hub needs

in funding for Earth Festival art 


PLANS to stage a large scale Jurassic Coast Earth Festi¬ 
val in 2012 to run alongside the Olympics in London and 
Weymouth received a boost when Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust was awarded a grant of £100,000 from the 
Arts Council for four flagship arts projects. 

The Jurassic Coast Earth Festival is a celebration of 
England’s only natural World Heritage Site, and our 
shared global natural heritage. It will bring together a 
programme of arts and science educational events to en¬ 
courage people to appreciate and understand the natural 
heritage on our doorstep, and to apply this knowledge to 
live more sustainably today. 

The Earth Festival runs from May 4th to September 9th 
2012. It is part of “Maritime Mix: London 2012 Festival 
by the Sea”, and will have a major presence in Weymouth 
alongside the Olympic Games sailing events. Launched 
at the Lyme Regis Fossil Festival (May 4th-6th 2012), it 
will encompass a series of associated events in coastal 
and Gateway towns from Swanage to Exmouth. 

The Earth Festival 2012 builds on the success of Lyme 
Regis Fossil Festival, which has been run in partnership 
with The Natural History Museum, Jurassic Coast World 


Heritage Team, Lyme Regis Museum and Charmouth 
Heritage Coast Centre and led by Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust. 

“One of the principal objectives of The Earth Festival 
is to help promote Lyme Regis to an international audi¬ 
ence and benefit the local economy in the town and along 
the Jurassic Coast during the time when the Olympics are 
being staged,” said Lyme Regis Development Trust’s 
Marcus Dixon. 

There are a number of flagship Earth Festival arts proj¬ 
ects which will be staged in a variety of locations. These 
include: 

♦ Lurking on our beaches will be a large, interactive and 
cinematic Pliosaur bringing to life a locally found fossil 
big enough to eat a T-Rex. This is created by engineers 
and artists, including Forkbeard Fantasy. This is due to 
perform at Seaton, Weymouth and could participate in 
another local event. 

♦ Onboard - a World Heritage Class flight, using a range 
of sensory effects and immersive video, synchronized to 
motion, to explore global environmental issues in relation 
to the passage of time. Onboard is a Hartnell Creative 


Doctor given notice to quit medical centre

“Dr Llewelyn and Dr Slater have served notice for Dr 
Conway to vacate the Lyme Regis Medical Centre by 
November 4th, 2011. Dorset PCT has informed Dr Con¬ 
way that if he is evicted from the Lyme Regis Medical 
Centre, they will withdraw his contract to deliver medical 
services, unless he can provide an equivalent service 
from alternative premises. 

Yesterday (Tuesday) Dr Llewelyn’s solicitors, Mc- 
ClureNaismsith, issued the following statement: “Nearly 
a year ago the High Court sitting in Bristol declared that 
the ownership of Lyme Regis Medical Centre was vested 
in Drs Andrew Llewelyn and Lindsay Slater as Trustees 
pursuant to the Declaration of Trust of 16 June 1992. 

“The outcome of the proceedings, which Dr Conway 
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brought against the Trustees, was that he had no rights in 
the Medical Centre, and in particular had no right to oc¬ 
cupy it. 

“Since the Judgment the Trustees have been in discus¬ 
sion with Dorset PCT with regard to securing the future 
of the Medical Centre, and with Dr Conway as to the 
basis upon which he might continue in occupation. 

“The Trustees have been unable to agree terms with Dr 
Conway, whether in relation to the conclusion of the pro¬ 
ceedings or in relation to his occupation of the Medical 
Centre. Against the background of the continuing dis¬ 
cussions with Dorset PCT, and after protracted negotia¬ 
tions with Dr Conway, the Trustees offered him a licence 
to occupy the Medical Centre on standard terms and at a 
rent they were professionally advised was equivalent to 
the rent which would be assessed by the District Valuer. 

“Dr Conway rejected both the terms of the licence and 
the rental figure. In the absence of any alternative pro¬ 
posals acceptable to the Trustees, they were left with no 
alternative but to take steps to require Dr Conway to va¬ 
cate the Medical Centre. 

“The Trustees are committed to working with Dorset 
PCT to maintain the continuity of the provision of med¬ 
ical services from the Medical Centre whilst this situation 
is resolved and to secure them for the future.

A statement from Dorset NHS said: “The PCT has been 
made aware that eviction proceedings have commenced. 
This is a matter between the two parties involved in the 
dispute and NHS Dorset is not involved in this. 

“NHS Dorset is currently in negotiations with the own¬ 
ers of the building to ensure that services can continue 
to be provided from the current location. 

“We would like to reassure people using services at 
Lyme Medical Centre that we remain committed to en¬ 
suring continuity of care and stability of services in Lyme 
Regis. We have also spoken with the League of Friends 
and they are aware of the current situation.” 
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Communication partnership with ICCI for inclusion 
within the 360 degree arena in Weymouth during the 
Games, and will land in other venues along the Coast.

♦ The Big Jurassic Classroom, the Earth Festival’s edu¬ 
cation project, engages schools in an appreciation and un¬ 
derstanding of our geological and natural Heritage and 
Olympic values. 

Candida Blaker, director of the Earth Festival, said: “As 
well as being fun and informative, the trust hopes the 
Earth Festival can help residents and visitors to preserve 
and protect our natural environment. There is something 
each of us can do, and every action counts. So we will in¬ 
troduce an Earth Festival Green Pledge scheme. 

“The aim is to help make Earth Festival-associated 
events as ‘green’ as they can be - we can Reduce, Re-use 
and Recycle! So we will draw upon work already done 
by London 2012 and county organisations.” 

Earth Festival 2012 Patron and local resident Sir Ghil- 
lean Prance, FRS, VMH, Tmstee to the Eden Project, 
said:“I feel privileged to live on the Jurassic Coast of 
Dorset and am delighted to be the patron of the Jurassic 
Coast Earth Festival, which is appropriately taking place 
in 2012.1 know that this will help to draw attention to the 
rich biological history of our region. So much of the his¬ 
tory of biology is hidden in the deposits along the coast 
and the festival will help to educate many people and 
show the importance of our coast to the scientific under¬ 
standing of past and present earth history.” 

Lyme Regis Development Tmst would like to hear from 
volunteers to help develop and deliver the Earth Festival.

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Signage on seafront is 
'ruining quality of the 
town^ says councillor 


LYME REGIS TOWN 
COUNCIL NEWS

COUNCILLORS have 
agreed that a review of sig¬ 
nage in Lyme Regis needs 
to take place. 

The subject of signage 
was raised at the recent 
Tourism and Advertising 
Sub-committee meeting, 
when councillors were 
asked to discuss whether 
more signs advertising 
local businesses, similar to 
the one in Coombe Street, 
should be placed around 
the town. 

The town clerk, Mike 
Lewis, suggested that per¬ 
haps the advertising boards 
on the railings at Cobb 
Gate should be reviewed if 
councillors were going to 
consider new signs pro¬ 
moting local businesses. 

Councillor Terry O’- 
Grady said: “The boards 
on the railings should be 
disposed of completely. 
That area is starting to look 
like a football pitch and it’s 
ruining the quality of the 
town.” 

Other councillors agreed 
and David Milligan, who 
sits on the sub-committee 
as a representative for local 
traders, said the signs out¬ 


side the Three Cups Hotel 
also looked a “complete 
mess”. 

Councillor Mark Gage 
pointed out that the Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee 
had already decided that 
signage on the Marine Pa¬ 
rade needed to be de¬ 
creased and that the boards 
on the railings would be 
removed. 

It was agreed that the 
council needed to have a 
standard policy for signage 
for businesses to adhere to. 

Bob Brooker, who sits 
on the committee as the 
council’s webmaster, said 
it was important not to 
make the town look like a 
“trading estate”. He added: 
“It depends on the area 
we’re talking about. The 
fisherman’s boards on the 
railings at the Cobb seem 
to add to the character of 
the area and I don’t find 
them as offensive as the 


ones at Cobb Gate.” 

It was decided that Mr 
Milligan would speak to 
traders about their need for 
signage and work with 
Councillors Chris Clipson 
and Terry O’Grady, who 
would point out the coun¬ 
cil’s current problems with 
signs. 

The sub-committee also 
discussed new signage for 
the town’s car parks to 
make visitors more aware 
of which car park they 
were in and what events 
were going on in the town 
each month. 

West Dorset District 
Council’s business support 
team leader, Trevor 
Hedger, said that the dis¬ 
trict council had no budget 
for new signs in their car 
parks and suggested the 
council look at applying 
for “Chalk and Cheese” 
funding, which had helped 
fund the new shelters. 


Council to consult architect 
for Bay Hotel fire escape 


LYME Regis Town Council is to pay for 
Marine Parade shelters architects, High¬ 
way Fields Associates, to design a scheme 
for a fire escape from the Bay Hotel to 
blend in with the new shelters. 

Councillors discussed plans for the fire 
escape at last week’s Operational Man¬ 
agement Sub-committee, where Council¬ 
lor Mark Gage explained that the council 
had to pay for this as they had changed the 
levels where the fire escape met the steps 
to the east of the shelters during the refur¬ 
bishment works. 

He added: “However, I would be very 
uncomfortable if we did anything more 
than the minimum cost. We should spend 
as much as we need on this and no more 
to put the levels right.” 

Speaking on a request from the Bay 
Hotel owner, Brendon Cable, to include a 
screened area for bins in the fire escape 


and to use the shelters life to take the bins 
down to Marine Parade, Councillor Gage 
added: “I do not think it is suitable. I don’t 
think it should have any other purpose and 
the proposed use would disrupt the neigh¬ 
bours.” 

Councillor Michaela Ellis agreed, 
adding: “That lift is for disabled people 
and should only be used for people, not 
goods.” 

While understanding that councillors 
wanted to keep costs to a minimum, the 
town clerk, Mike Lewis, said he would 
like to consult with the architects, which 
would cost £450, to make sure the fire es¬ 
cape was in keeping with the shelters. 

Councillors decided to consult the archi¬ 
tects and ask for a simple, modest scheme 
that only incorporated a fire escape for the 
Bay Hotel. 


Lamposts could cost £4,600 


TOWN councillors are considering buy¬ 
ing and installing new lights for the five 
lamp posts above the Amusement Arcade, 
Antique and Craft Centre and By The Bay 
Restaurant on Marine Parade in Lyme 
Regis. 

The town clerk, Mike Lewis, told coun¬ 
cillors at last week’s Operational Manage¬ 
ment Sub-committee meeting that five 
new ammonite-shaped lamps, which the 
council had asked for as they would fit in 
with lamps already on Marine Parade and 
in the public gardens, would cost £17,890. 
He also reported that five normal-shaped 
lamps would cost £4,600. 

Councillors agreed the ammonite lamps 
were too expensive and debated whether 
the lights were needed or not. 


Councillor Lucy Campbell said lighting 
was needed as the path was used, espe¬ 
cially since the new shelters had been 
opened. Councillor Michaela Ellis agreed, 
adding that it was one of the main routes 
into the gardens for wheelchairs and peo¬ 
ple with pushchairs. 

Councillors Campbell and Ellis also 
agreed that five lamps may be too many, 
and that they might be able to afford the 
ammonite lamps if only two or three were 
needed. 

Sub-committee chairman Councillor 
Chris Clipson asked the town clerk to 
look into how may lights would normally 
be needed to light a similar-sized space 
and suggested the council then decided on 
what shape lamps they wanted.

Training restarts on Wednesday, 
October 5 th (from 6 pm to 8 pm) at 
St Michael’s Primary School in 
King’s Way and will continue for a 
month during which time the com¬ 
mittee will assess the level of inter¬ 
est and whether the band can 
continue.

It 
was a stupid and naive 
analogy that fooled no 
one. 

Because of the public¬ 
ity “Nowhere Island” 
has generated, I have no 
doubt people will turn 
out to see it if only out of 
curiosity. 

But I won’t be one of 
them.

■ IN my assessment a couple of columns ago of 
our enthusiastic new council I came to the opin¬ 
ion that the new members had made a steady but 
unspectacular start. 

Some thought this was a little ungenerous and 
I have been hauled over the coals for not giving 
credit to the amount of work the newly-elected 
members are doing outside the council chamber, 
and I'm not referringt to the cosy after-meeting 
drinks at the Nags Head.

Council should help not 
hinder local businesses 


■ DAVE Milligan of the Lyme Regis 
Traders’ Association has informed me that 
the Tourism and Advertising Committee is 
considering the removal of commercial 
signs from the railings by Cobb Gate (see 
page 5). 

This, presumably, will include other loca¬ 
tions along the promenade and Cobb. This 
is a serious blow to traders, taxi drivers, 
fishermen and restaurateurs in Lyme Regis 
at a time when we would hope for help, 
rather than hindrance, from the council 
whom we elect. 

Lyme Regis is not a simple town for visi¬ 
tors to explore and to be sure that they have 
seen everything on offer. Businesses and at¬ 
tractions are spread across a number of 
pockets of activity, few of which are con¬ 
tiguous. My own experience in the Town 
Mill is that even regular visitors to Lyme 
come into the cheesemonger and ask when 
the mill re-opened, and express amazement 
when told it’s been 10 years now - “But we 
come every year...”. Signs placed on the 
railings by restaurants and traders have all 


been professionally prepared on aluminium 
at no small cost and attempt to address this 
problem, encouraging visitors to spots they 
won’t stumble across. 

If you want businesses in Lyme to con¬ 
tinue to trade and to employ staff through¬ 
out the year, don’t stop them trying to draw 
custom from one of the few points in the 
town that most people will visit. It may be 
that the committee has developed a creative 
solution to the problem of directing visitors 
around the town rather than just to Broad 
Street; unfortunately Dave Milligan does 
not know of it. 

I’m sure that the committee is fully aware 
of the current economic climate nationwide 
and here in Lyme. Lellow traders are suffer¬ 
ing - particularly on Sundays, where the day 
trippers’ spending power has significantly 
reduced. We look to our council to encour¬ 
age, rather than stifle business and employ¬ 
ment, now more than ever. 

Please reconsider - or suggest a viable al¬ 
ternative.

It was agreed that there would be an annual PACT 
meeting held in public at the end of each summer 
which, together with the annual town meeting in 
March, will give the public the chance to raise issues.

Keep your toilets dean! There is no excuse! 


A few simple and 
proactive steps 
can make all the 
difference when clean¬ 
ing your toilet.

Weymouth beer festival 
set to be the'best ever' 


THE October Beer Festival will be the best ever in 
Weymouth, "bigger and better"say local Campaign 
for Real Ale (CAMRA) members. 

Around 62 casks of real ale and 10 of real cider have 
been ordered as the traditional Octoberfest moves 
location to the Ocean Room at Weymouth Pavilion, 
on Friday 7th and Saturday 8th October. 

The festival has been hosted by Brewers Quay for 
the past eight years, but closure of that venue earlier 
this year has forced a move. 

"I believe Weymouth Pavilion is going to be an 
even better venue," comments CAMRA West Dorset 
chairman Dave Harris. 

"The Ocean Room is quite a lot bigger, more spa¬ 
cious, with much more seating. One of the difficul¬ 
ties at Brewers Quay was the lack of room and the 
need for most drinkers to stand-up. 

"Moving to the Ocean Room will enable us to in¬ 
crease the numbers attending by 25 per cent. The 
views across the bay will be an added bonus to those 
visiting from all over the country!" 

"We were well looked after at Brewers Quay," says 
CAMRA spokesman Michel Hooper-lmmins/'butthe 
Pavilion is easier to reach and the new Park & Ride 
bus stops just outside. 

"We are confident Octoberfest at the Pavilion will 
be bigger and better, putting money into the com¬ 
plex at the same time - helping to keep it open for 
the town." 

As has been the custom at previous Octoberfests, 
a live band will play every evening, but lunchtimes 
will be quiet and music-free! 

There are 250 tickets on sale for each lunchtime 
session and 400 for each evening session on October 
7th and 8th. The Pavilion will be selling a full range 
of snacks at all sessions. 

Among the 62 real ales ordered specially for the 
Octoberfest are eight from Cornwall, nine from 
Dorset, 11 from Wiltshire, 15 from Somerset and 19 
from Devon. 

A number of beer styles are represented, including 
a rare barley wine from the cask - Devon 10DER - 
brewed in Bideford and normally only sold in bottles. 
At 10 per cent ABV, it is two and a half times the 
strength of best bitter! 

The famed Spingo Middle is brewed at the Blue An¬ 
chor in Helston, a venerable Cornish brew-pub dat¬ 


ing back to the 15th century. 

Among the nine real ales from 
Dorset brewers is the strong Tally Ho 
from Palmers in Bridport, Legwarmer 
Ginger from the Dorset Piddle Brewery 
at Piddlehinton and Badger First Gold 
from Hall & Woodhouse at Blandford 
St Mary - which recently won the re¬ 
gional CAMRA Champion Beer of 
Britain silver award. 

Being brewed specially for the festi¬ 
val is Blackberry Mild, being made by 
CAMRA member Paul Smith at his 
Gillingham microbrewery. This will be 
the first time that a mild has been 
brewed in Dorset for many years and 
having won the Beer of the Festival 
Award at Weymouth last October and 
Dorchester this February with his Elder 
Sarum beer, brewer Paul Smith will be 
looking to achieve the hat trick! 


Other Dorset beers include Portland 
Bill Porter from the Dorset Brewing Co 
at Crossways, Harvest Pale Ale from 
the Isle of Purbeck brewery at Stud- 
land and 6d IPA from the new Six¬ 
penny Handley brewery. 

Divided into two sessions on both 
the Friday and Saturday from 11 am to 
3pm and from 6pm to 11 pm, admis¬ 
sion costs only £3 for a lunchtime ses¬ 
sion and £4 in the evening, including 
a free festival glass to take home. 

In the last two years, all four sessions 
have been sold out, so it is essential to 
buy tickets in advance from West 
Dorset CAMRA online at www.camra 
wdorset.org.uk, from The Boot pub in 
Weymouth,The Blue Raddle in Dorch¬ 
ester, from the Weymouth Pavilion box 
office or by telephoning Dave Harris at 
01305 772286. 


Pharaoh exhibition means 
temporary museum closure 

A NEW blockbuster exhibition from the British Museum, Pharaoh: King of Egypt, 
is coming to Dorset County Museum in October. It is the largest ever UK loan of 
Egyptian objects from the British Museum. 

The exhibition will open on Saturday, October 15th but the bulk of the artefacts 
will be arriving on Monday, October 3rd which will result in the museum having 
to close for that one day. 

The team at Dorset County Museum apologise for this closure but would en¬ 
courage everyone to come to the exhibition to see the results, which promise 
to be spectacular. 

Part of a national tour, Pharaoh: King of Egypt tells the story of the ancient 
kings of Egypt. The exhibition includes over 130 amazing objects, many of which 
have never been seen outside London, from a life-sized royal tomb guardian 
from the Valley of the Kings, to intricate gold jewellery, granite statues and 5,500 
year-old bread. 

Neil MacGregor, Director of the British Museum said: "This exhibition is a fan¬ 
tastic example of collaboration between the British Museum and its partners 
across the UK." 

The exhibition runs until January 22nd 2012.

Archive film of West Bay goes 
live on Close Encounters website 


A SILENT melodrama about drug smug¬ 
gling at West Bay features on a new web¬ 
site, alongside modern-day interviews 
with local people. 

The Close Encounters media trail takes 
people on a journey of the resort as seen 
through the eyes of a group of amateur 
actors in the 1930s and through the mi¬ 
crophone of journalist Margery Hook¬ 
ings. 

The film is Dope Linder Thorncombe, 
made by hairdresser Frank Trevett and 
his family and friends, which was set to a 
new musical score by Rachel Leach in 
2009. 

Trevor Bailey, director of the Windrose 
Rural Media Trust, which created the 
website, said:"It was shot on 9.5mm film, 
the amateur's favourite film choice in the 
1930s. It was an amazing project for local 
people to take on and has been crying 
out to be given its own special music and 
to be seen more widely." 


The film, accompanied by a live per¬ 
formance of the new score, was seen by 
an enthusiastic audience at Bridport Arts 
Centre and Burton BradstockVillage Hall 
last year. It can now be viewed on the 
Close Encounters website where there 
are also photographs and audio inter¬ 
views with local people who have special 
links to West Bay. 

These include Arthur Watson, from the 
Riverside Restaurant, who talks about 
the build-up to the D-Day landings when 
American troops were stationed at West 
Bay, Margaret Grundell, who has been 
serving ice creams on the seafront for 
more than four decades and Jo Hawker, 
whose family have been involved in fish¬ 
ing for generations.

STRANGE to say but, of the eight clubs I cover, only one, 
Dorchester had a home game on Saturday last. As I had 
watched them just two weeks ago I did not feel that I could 
inflict my presence on them twice in such a short space of 
time, and therefore decided to make the short journey to 
Yeovil, and to take in Bridport's game at Ivel.

THERE was a considerable breeze blowing down the Ivel Bar¬ 
barians' ground and the home side chose to play with it at 
their backs in the first-half.

"He really needs firmer ground and could benefit from a more 
galloping track, despite the fact he has won at Newton Abbot." 

Ethiopia meanwhile was well placed just behind the leaders 
and briefly moved into second as they started to turn for home, 
but could not match the first three for speed but ran on well to 
finish fourth. 

"He jumped well and ran up to his handicap, but the race is a 
step up in grade for both horses.

"A miserable night and a miserable game," was disap¬ 
pointed manager Ashley Vickers apt summing up. 

"We didn't play well. The previous three games had 
been positive and although we lost at Basingstoke on 
Saturday, the performance was really positive and on an¬ 
other day we could have got something out of the 
game." 

Vickers was critical of some of the players' choice of 
footwear and annoyed that all three goals were the re¬ 
sult of set-pieces. 

"I can't remember a chance they really created in open 
play. They might have kept possession of the ball but we 
conceded from three set-pieces, which is so disappoint¬ 
ing." 

Shot-shy Magpies pay the penalty

INJURY-HIT DorchesterTown suffered their third consec¬ 
utive defeat when they went down to league leaders 
Woking at The Avenue on Saturday. 

Already without the injured Nick Crittenden and cap¬ 
tain MarkJermyn, Kyle Critchell withdrew through illness 
whilst on-loan keeper Nick Jordan was knocked off his 
bike on Friday and whist not seriously injured, was not 
fit to play. 

As a result manager Ashley Vickers recalled keeper Alan 
Walker-Harris and gave a first start to Portsmouth loanee 
Lewis Tallack at full-back. 

Dorchester were keen to erase the memory of Tues¬ 
day's 3-1 dismal home defeat by Weston-Super-mare, 
and the game began at a high tempo with both sides 
eager to get the ball forward. 

Moses Ademola had a great chance to put the Cards 
ahead on five minutes when Derek Duncan's free-kick 
was headed on by Wayne Gray but the striker who has 
already scored seven times this season, missed his kick 
from ten yards with just Walker-Harris to beat. 

The Magpies responded three minutes later when 
Steve Devlin's vicious drive from the 22 yards was 
blocked. The ball ran to Ben Dickenson whose driven 
shot-cum-shot saw Ryan Moss slide in but his shot under 
pressure just cleared the bar. 

Devlin almost scored a sensational goal on 17 minutes 
following Woking skipper Mark Rickett's foul on Moss 
five yards inside the home half. 

The combative midfielder, spotting Cards' keeper 
Aaron Howe stood on the penalty spot, immediately 
launched a 60-yard free kick that just cleared the Cards 
crossbar with Howe stranded. 

Neither side were finding it easy to breach the others 
defence, and shots at goal were rare, although Gary Hill's 
side did look the more confident, with Dorchester find¬ 
ing it difficult in the last third of the pitch. 

Paris Cowan-Hall fired in an angled shot that Walker- 
Harris pushed up in the air before catching and Gray 
show wide from 20 yards as half-time approached. 

Ademola had another chance in added time when for¬ 
mer Magpie Giuseppe Sole's corner dropped in the goal¬ 
mouth where Harris-Walker did well to block Joe 
McNerney's close range effort which looped up in the air. 
However the former Brentford striker headed the re¬ 
bound over the crossbar. 

Dorchester could not be faulted for their endeavour, 
but Woking turned the screw after the break and Jack 
King fired past the post from 20 yards before Vickers re¬ 
placed Dickenson with Rico Wilson and reverted to from 
a 4-5-1 formation to 4-4-2.

The introduction of Jamie Symes for Tallack saw the 
Magpies formation change once again to 4-3-3 as Vickers 
looked for the equaliser, and when Moss outran McNer- 
ney, the speed of his cross took Howe by surprise and 
the ball cannoned off his forearm into the air and was 
cleared. 

The game opened up a little in the last 15 minutes and 
a quick break following a Dorchester corner saw Cowan- 


Hall fire in a 35-yard shot that Walker-Harris had to push 
over the bar. 

Sub Elvis Hammond, with oceans of space by the right 
corner flag, pulled the ball back to Ademola who chested 
the ball down before driving a shot across goal and off 
the outside of the far upright. 

The Magpies had a shout for a possible penalty turned 
down when Duncan appeared to push over Moss as they 
tangled on the right side of the penalty area before that 
man Ademola had one final chance, but after nodding 
the ball past Walker-Harris he was thwarted by Neil Mar¬ 
tin who had got back to head the ball away from danger.
